Jndge Short ol Fresno 
was to be backed lor chairman ot the 
convention by the Chipman-McDonald- 
Preston comoination. 
A determined 


effort was to be made to capture the 
convenlton organization.andmeanwh, e 
the claims oi the various candidates 
wore to bo held in abeyance. They could 
be'eSed afterwards. To that end a 
meeting ol the anti-boss element was 
•calfedlor 1 p.m., an hour before the 


convention was to assemble. 


SACRAMENTO, June 20.—Morris M. Es- 


tee ol Napa is the Republican nominee 
for governor of California, having been 
nominated on the first ballot by the Re- 
publican state convention this after- 
noon. He had three-tonrths oi all the 
delegates and it was a walkover. 1,0 
other candidate at any time since the 
first delegations assembled in Sacra- 
mento bad more than a fighting chance. 
The Estee boom grew larger with every 
hour and carried everything with it. 


The opposition, as a last resort, today 


vainly tried to make a change in the 
program ol the committee on order ol 
business, placing tho nomination ol 
supreme justices first and Blennenbas- 
set of Tehama made a dramatic speech 
in support ol the amendment, but it 
foiled. It was expected the light for 
delay would again occur this afternoon, 
butChairman Knight rushed things, and 
the platform was adopted with a hur- 
rah, woman suHrage plank and all. 


The first business this afternoon was 


tho report oi the committee on plat- 
form. When the chairman oi tne com- 
mittee, Grove L. Johnson, mounted the 
platform and unfolded a long roll of 
manuscript he was greeted with cheers. 


In a ringing voice and with much de- 


liberalion he read the lengthy plattorm. 
The various planks that specially recom- 
mended themselves to the delegates 
were received with applause. The pro- 
tection and reciprocity clauses evoked. 
loud cheers, and when tho speaker hn- 
ished the woman suffrage declaration 
there was uproarious commendation 
mixed with very laudable hisses. It 
took just twenty-five minutes for the 
speaker to conclude and then some one 
immediately moved to adopt the plat- 


The meeting accomplished nothing. 
The main speech was made by ex-Mate 
Snmitor Frank Greely ol Sutler, lie 
«id it bad beer, decided to take no 
Stion at the meeting hut to wait and 
make the fight on the floor of the 
convention, lie declared that the Demo- 
crate intended to nominate Jackson 
T?mpl™Ior governor. He is a very 
stronz man and an equally strong man 
must be placed acainBt him. Person- 
ally, Mr. Greely had nothing asainEt 
Eatce but he would lose one-third of 
the Republican vote, and that would 
mean defeat. When he concluded the 
conwntUra dispersed.

Governor Markham began in a face-

Then, when he ad 
drcseedthecouvention.he was treinend 
onsly heightened, now no one wa 
more composed than he. Thegoverno 
said the convention had a right to cal 
on him lo appear before it and give a 
account of his stewardship. He had re- 
deemed every pledge made by tlie part 
when he was nominated. Theexpense 
of the. state had been kept down to th 
50 cent limit 'is promised. The ex 
Tjenses never could be kept down wher 
they should be until the entire frame 
work ol the state government was r 
modeled. The governor made a num. 
her oi suggestions where changes should 
be made.

We heartily endorse the proposition 
hat the farmer of the nation, by whose 
abors Ihe slaple agricultural products 
f the country are brought to market, 
hould receive a just measure oi protec- 
ion lor himself, his labor and his pro- 
lucta. Inasmuch as the price ol these 
irodncts ia regulated by ihe amount 
laid for Ihem in Ihe world's market 
centres, less Ihe cost ol transportation 
ram the place of prodnclicn to such 
centers, and as, owing to the great de- 
velopment of staple agricultural pro- 
lucls in the cheapest labor countries of 
the world, the prices realixed by our far- 
mers have heen uiircmunerative, it is 
our duty lo endeavour to change tins 
state of affairs. Hence we approve ol 
tho plan that the government oi the 
U nited States should reduce the cost of 
transporting these staple agricultural 
products Irom American seaports to 
foreign seaboards, to the end that tlie 
price ol these products should bead- 
vanced ; and lor that purpose, inasmuch 
as an export can bo protected in no other 
manner, we announce in favor of tlie 
use of a limited port-on oi the receipts 
of the United States customs for such 
purpose, and pledge our most earnest 
efforts to have this measure grafted 
upon the laws oi the land, that the 
American protective spstem shall bene- 
fit all classes ol people, aid the larmer 
against the opur&sive competilion of 
the cheap labor countries of the world, 
and by so doing, assist in maintaining 
that steady demand for labor in manu- 
facturing centers so essential to the labor 
ol our country.

Some wanted the report of the com- 


mittee, adopted without the articles of 
incorporation and by-laws, while others 
were eager to have the report as a whole 
adopted. After numerous explanations 
and a few changes the report was 
adopted as a whole, by a unanimous 
vote. 


Amid the ringing cheers of several 


hundred persons, Mrs. F,. A. Stewart, 
escorted by Colonel Trevelyan, waa the 
first to sign the articles and become a 
stockholder in the company. Signatures 
were soon put down with lighluiiit; 
rapidity and over 100 names were se- 
cured. " The advantages which this or- 
ganization holds out to the grower will 
certainly attract the support- of ever 
grower in this valley. As it waa im- 
possible for all to sign yesterday the

The election of the board of directors 


was the next business. They sanc- 
tioned the adoption of the articles ot 
incorporation and bylaws a« adopted by 
the growers. The directors will meet 
Wednesday to perfect their organiza- 
tion. Juot before adjournment Colonel 
Trevelyan mounted the platform, and 
after commenting upon the cood work 
done in the meeting, proposed a vote of 
thanks to the coummtee for the good 
work they had done. The vote was 
given with a lousing cheer. Tlie report 
of the committee was aa follows;

Cud auy encouragement in thia to th* 
friends of Greece or any other coun try 
producing dried fruits we should like to 
Bee them come forward aud so espresn 
themselves. In the first place the plank 
declares that the Zante currant is a 
seedless raisin, which comes in competi- 
tion with a product of this aute, and 
then demands that congress aliall pot a 
protective duty upon it. That ia the 
whole contention in a nut shell. Hie 
the unanswerable argument in favor of 
a duty on the Zante product, and a pro- 
tective duty at that. 


Does the Expositor aak for anything 


more than a "protective" duty on /ante 
currants? If the Expositor ia not satis- 
fied with protection it should haul down 
its free trade flag and demand a pro- 
hibitive tariff. There would be consist- 
ency in that, at least, but when a free 
trade paper flouts a demand for a pro- 
tective duty as something calculated to 
give encouragement to the foreign pro- 
ducer there is a screw looee somewhere 
and it is not very difficult to decide 
where it is. 


The accompanying demand in tt>« 


tariff plank for the retention of the 2^ 
cent duty on Spanish raisins cut no 
figure relative to the duty on Zante cur- 
rants, except to indicate that the duty 
proposed at present is rather low from 
the protective standpoint. It may be 
useless to eipect or ask for anything 
more than is contemplated in the pro- 
posed schedule, but there can be no 
harm in demanding that the duty be 
made eufficient to protect the raisin in- 
dustry of thia state. Coming from a 
Republican convention it serves notire 
upon Republican members of congress 
that the party demands thia protection, 
and its influence cannot be olhenviw 
than favorable. 


However, had the Expositor had the 


foresight to have served notice upon the 
conventinn that it would not be satisfied 
with a demand for a protective tariff on 
Zautu currants, that body would in all 
probability have tqieu the Zante bull 
by the borne and asked instead for a 
prohibitive duty, for the convention un- 
questionably demonstrated in some of 
its declarations that it was not afraid of 
radical positions.

D. J. CANTY ASSIGNS A CAUSE 


FOR ITS FAILURE. 


Over Forty Penjous Thrown Out of 


Emplojment by the Closing 


of the Hotel. 


From Wednesday1!! Daily. 


There ia no change in the condition ol 


affaire at the Hughes hotel since Sheriff 
Scott put in two executions last Satur- 
day. The doors of the hotel have re- 
mained open, but no guests have been 
received, and the place has a sadly 
desolate appearance. 


D. J. Canty was engaged in complet- 


ing the inventory when interviewed at 
the clerk's desk of the hotel yesterday. 
He explained that the inventory was 
not made in view of a sale of the stock, 
but simply to know exactly what was on 
hand,

The Sunday closing movement was a 


prominent factor in the closing of the 
hotel. We havo not been open since 
last Saturday. 
Here are forty-seven 


persons on our pay roll and of course 
they are all thrown out of employment. 
I can truce the closing distinctly to the 
cause I have named, because the books 
show it, and they have been kept by a 
young lady who is a prohibitionist and 
A member of the Congregational church. 
Tho Sunday closing has marie receipts 
so much leBu in both houses, the Grand 
Central and the Hughes, that hotel 
keeping does not pay expenses. 
" i was to give up my lease of the 


HnghpR on tho 15th or 16th for this rea- 
son, and that precipitated the action of 
the creditors of Air. Hughes. 
The fact 


is that travellers won't stay over Sun- 
day under present restrictions. Many 
of them are connected with *he liquor 
business and bring more or leas money 
into town.

secure the payment of about $40,000 
which she had loaned me, and she had 
mortgaged her property to raise money 
for me. The deed was made on May 0, 
1803, and Mr. Canty was notified at the 
time by II. II. Max field of the transfer, 
anil on May 13th the Fresno l>oan and 
Savings bank attached the furniture.

JDRY INDICTMENT. 


The Doctor Talks of the Heath 


Case aud the "Kn Klni" 


Rlemeiit.

Shortly after the arrival of the 3.35 


a.m. train from the south yesterday a 
very tall, stoutly-built man stepped up 
to the clerk's desk at the Grand Cen- 
tral and quietly signed his name, "Dr. 
C. P. V. Watson, Prescott, A. T." 


The clerk made no remarks, hut prob- 


ably did come thinking in connection 
with an indictment for perjury recently 
found against IV. \Vateon by the grand 
jury, as a result of the investigation of 
the Heath case. 


Dr. Watson was on the street bright 


and early, after u brief rest, when he 
encountered an official who apprised | 
him of what he already knew. In fact j 
the Doctor had como to meet the issue, 
and accordingly sought the otlico of the 
District Attorney in company with his 
counsel. 


The District Attorney, after a brief 


interview, found that his visitor wanted 
the matter settled, and it was accord- 
ingly arranged that Dr. Watson should 
have a hearing before Judge Webb at 2 
p.m. A warrant had Iwenin the hands 
of the Sheriff (or some days, authoriz- 
ing the arrest of Dr. Watson, hut the 
action was rendered unnecessary by the 
action of the Doctor himself, and he has 
been practically at liberty ever since his 
at rival. 


When the hour of 2 p.m. arrived the 


case wan further continued hy Judge 
Webb till Monday next. A demurrer 
was entered thtit the facts stated do not 
constitute a public crime and that tho 
iuuktinant did not conform to the 
ttatute. The demurrer was overruled 
and the defendant pleaded not guilty. 


Dr. Watson was interviewed yester- 


day afternoon hy a RKPirm.inAX reporter, 
and made the following statement. 


"I came up here from my home in 


Prescott, Ariz.,without solicitation. The 
District Attorney know where 1 was. 
The first thing I knew of the action of 
the grand jury ia indicting mo for per- 
jury in the Heath case was when a 
friend in Preacott showed me a copy of 
a lx» Angeles paper containing the an- 
nouncement. 
As soou as possible I 


wrote to tho Deputy District Attorney, 
saying that 1 was ready and willing to 
come to Fresno and answer any charges. 
He answered that it was not iiecl'ssary 
[or me to put in an appearance until he 
should mako a statement or notify me 
to that effect and he did not think it 
would he necessary at any time. 


"1 want to eay right here that I feel 


hurt at the way the newspapers of the 
coast have treated me in this business. 
1 come here now, voluntarily, to clear j 
up the calumnies and prejudices thai 
liave been circulated against me through 
ihe medium of tho newspapers and a 
packed grand jury. If you would i>ermit 
me, I \iouhl nay that my indictment 
was owing to the influence of the *Ku 
Kltix* element. 


"Immediately oil arriving here I pre- 


sented myself to tho authorities, who 
jranted me the freedom of the city. I 
;hen sought the district attorney's o'ftice. 
During uiy perambulations I ran across 
i mau who had a warrant for my arrest 
My case w.tg presented before a judge 
ind taken under advisement till next 
Monday, 


"Aa to the allegation of perjury, there 


.s no truth in it. The indictment was 
found, as I rnderatand, against the 
opinion of the district attorney, who 
jjld tho jury that it was not supported 
oy any evidence that would stand in a 
court of law. My testimony at the 
Heath trial waa for the prosecution, 
and was directed to the fact that I sun 
him on the night of tho McWhirter 
murder going in the direction of Mc- 
Whirter's residence about 2 a.m. 
"I have given up ray practice at San- 


;er, and am making my home in Pres- 
cott. My family is at present in Los 
\ngeles. I am a busy man over in 
Prescott, having not only my medical 
practice, but two mines to look after." 


The Doctor here closed tho interview, 


and dropped in to make "fourth hand" 
n a game of whiat. Evidently he is 
not worrying on account of what he 
calls the Ku Klux element m the late 
grand jury.

Many subjects formerly left 
for the high school or college are now 
simplified and introduced to the lower 
grades. Among 1 hese are, travel, biogra- 
phy, history and natural science. These 
are presented in form of supplementary 
reacting, such books being supplied aa 
part of the school library. Two-thirds 
of our pupils, who do not get beyond 
the sixth grade, thus gain some knowl- 
edge of these important subjects, while 
thoae who go through high school and 
college, attain better results from having 
had this early training. Some of our 
supplementary readers are worn out, 
and need replacing. We need new ones 
on other subjects. About $500 should 
be raised for this purpose.

Causes Which Have Led up to 


Present Conditions. 


From Uie Los ADjeles Times. 


A correspondent sends to the Times 


these questions: 


(1.) When was silver demonetized? 
(2.) What was it done for? 
(3.) Who did it—aeonferenceof dele- 


gates from the leading nations, or did 
congress? 
Also anv other enlighten- 


ment on the subject you may have. 


To answer the first question is in large 
part to answer all. Silver has never 
been "demonetized," in the true and 
literal sense of the word, in this coun- 
P'V. """"been, since the foundation 
ot the government, recognr/ed as an in- 
tegral part of our monetary system, and 
our silver coins have passed current at 
times at their par value. Silver is still 
thus recognized, and both the great po- 
litical parties are pledged to maintain 
unimpaired the par value of every dol- 
lar of silver coin issued by thegoven- 
ment. 


What is usually referred to as the 
' demonetization of silver" is the act of 
congress pasted

It is as much an integral 
and essential part of our coinage today 
as ever, and will.no doubt, always rl 
mam a vital factor in onr money sys- 
tem.

value of silver bullion of late years has 
been due to other causes than our finan-

Silver coinage ceased lor the time 


uemg it 15 true, under the acts of 1873-4. 
out gold has been practically the metallic 
currency since 1804, and that metal has 
been virtually the standard of value for 
l-.urope and America since England 
adopted the single goldstandard in 181(1. 
The silver dollar ceased to bo coined in 
the United States iu 1804, np to which 
time the total co-nage amounted to only 
1,430,517 pieces. The coinage of the 
dollar was resumed in 1837, but was con- 
ducted sparingly. The acts of 1873-4 
again suspending coinage, were of far 
less importance than certain financial 
statesmen have sought lo make them 
appear, since their passage. Whatever 
influence those acts might have had ad- 
verse to silver, was more than offset by 
a subsequent act, providing for the coin- 
age of '-',000,000 standard silver dollars 
per month, and by the So-called Sher- 
man law of still later date, which was 
repealed by the present congress, pro. 
I'Jnr!Kw!Sr tlie Pu^'osc of not less than 
4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion per 
month by the government. 


The acts of 1873-4 were virtually a ne- 


cessity of the hour—an expedient forced 
upon this country by the action of cer- 
tain European nations in withdrawing 
their support from silver. Germany had 
passed a demonetization law in 1871. 
i lie Scandinavian union did likewise in 
1S74, and m the same year laws limiting 
silver coinage were passed in France, m 
Jjelginin, in Switzerland and in Italv.

With all these potent influences at 


work- among the commercial nations it 
would have been futile for the United 
btates to attempt, single-handed to set 
up and maintain an absolute standard 
for silver as a measure ot value. Had 
the attempt been made we should have 
speedily lost all our gold, at a time 
when we could least afford to spare it 
(because it was sorely needed for re- 
sumption purposes;) and we should have 
very soon found ourselves reduced to 
the single silver standard, with our 
national credit impaired or destroyed 
and our cnrreney debased in the eyes of 
the world and despised by our own citi- 
zens, who would have been the princi- 
pal sufferers. The most that this gov- 
ernment could do under the circum- 
stances was to limit the coinage of silver 
m such a manner as to keep it easily 
within our own control, and guarantee 
the value of every dollar sent out of the 
mints. These things were done and 
were done with such wisdom and states- 
manship that our people were amply 
protected from the evils of a debased 
cm™";-v ai"' '"'paired national credit. 
Ihere has been no "conierenccof dole- 
gates from the leading nations" to de- 
monetize silver at any time. It has 
Iicen the dream of eminent, financiers 
both of this country ami of Europe, to 
bringaboiitan international compact to 
preserve the bimetallic system and to 
place silver upon an equality with gold 
as a standard of value. Such an agree- 
ment between the nations would be po- 
tent and sufficient to place the value of 
silver beyond the vicisstitmles of pro- 
duction and consumption. There is a 
strong sentiment on both sides of the 
sea in favur of the plan, and this finan- 
cial dream may yet become a reality. It 
is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. The nations jointly can settle 
the silver question permanently. The 
united Slates alone ia not strong enough 
to undertake to guarantee the parity 
with gold all the silver that must (low 
into our borders. We can only care for 
our own. 
'

write you of the Yukon mines. 1 have 
notliecn there, but there are uroliablt 
twenty-five men here in Juneau who 
have, and as their stories are all the 
same it-may be assumed that they are 
correct. Juneau is the starting point 
lor the Yukon, in fact, it is the distrib- 
uting port for all Alaska. The center 
of the Yukon district is Forty Mile 
creek, which is distant from Jiincan 
760 miles, and twenty-six miles of this 
distance is made by porUpe. Usually 
the miners hire Indians to pack their 
supplies this distance, paying therefor 
about $l:l per hundred pounds. Some- 
times competition brings it below this 
but not very much. The remainder o 
the way is made on water, or on the i 
early in the spring. From Juneau 
tlie toot of the mountains, where tl 
real work begins, is 10U miles. This 
made by small steamers, which mak 
regular trips; tin-net across the moui 
tain twenty-sis miles to the lakes whii 
empty into one branch of the Yukon 


At the lakes the miners build boats o 


rafts, carrying the topis for boat l.nih 
ing with them from here. When one 
on the lakes tho hardships are real! 
over, for all there is to do is to floa 
down the river to the mines. Fron 
torty Mile creek down the Yukon, gold 
is found for a distance of 700 miles, and 
up the river to tho head about the same 
distance. The uoundary line between 
Uncle Yarn's dominion and the North 
west possessions is near Fortv Mile 
creek, in fact, most of this camp is in 
the t>orthwest territory, but miners are 
as fully protected there as they are by 
Uncle bam. 
Indeed, the Canadian 


government has shown more disposition 
to assist in opening up her mines than 
our own government has. 


Here we have a country twice the 


length and nearly twice the breadth of 
California that has gold iu every stream- 
let. They tell me there is not a bar in 
all this great territory but what vou 
hnd gold, and most of them will yield 
at least *5 per day to the miner;" but 
miners on the Yukon will not work dig- 
gings that will not pav $10 per day to 
the man. In fact, wages are $10 per day 
r-or is this very much when it is con- 
sidered that about four months com- 
prise the mining season. The mines so 
lar are all placer mines, as no on>- has 
hunted any for quartz, which is con 
sidercd too slow work. About fcMOO i 
considered a fair summer's work, thougl 
many make twice'and three times tha 
auutniil. Others still fall far below it 
Many who go into (he mines neve 
main- a cent. They become tired, worn 
out and disgusted, float on down Ihe 
lukontoits mouth and take the lirst 
revenue cutter that comes along for 
home.

clo well. Very rich strikes have been 
made and many miners havecleaneil np 
their $10,000 for one summer's work 
and returned to civilization to enjoy it. 


Ihe only hardship in going to the 


1 nkon is in crossing the summit from 
the head of navigation to the lakes, 
ttie mountains are high and rough, the 
snow deep, anil the storms that rage 
here in the spring are fearful. The 
miners usually pack their supplies to 
tlie base of the mountains anil here 
await a calm day, when they cross. 
Ihe distance across the high, dangerous 
summit is only five miles, vet so bad 
and frequent are the storms that men 
often wait days for good weather before 
attempting to cross.

The miners make their own laws 


and every one is compelled to obey to 
-the letter. The penalty of a broken law 
is the limb of a tree or banishment 
from the mines. For stealing the death 
penalty is sure to follow, consequently 
such a thing as theft is unknown. A 
miner can leave his grub in an open 
tent formonths unmolested."His "dust" 
also is thrown carelessly aside in an old 
leather bag. Their hospitality knows 
no bounds, as no man who will work is 
allowed to suffer for grub, and if he 
won't work, the Yukon is not a very 
healthy place for him. That product of 
our modern civilization, the tramp, is 
unknown here. Our Savior's parable of 
the "lilhes of the field" is not applicable 
to the Yukon miners. They read it 
thus: "Consider the loafer; hework- 
eth not, neither shall he cat," and a 
violated law is avenged with swift pun- 
ishment. No Chinese, Japanese, United 
States marshals or lawyers are allowed 
on the Yukon. Of course, a lawyer can 
go if he takes a pick and shovel with 
him, but. no law shingle is allowed to 
hang out.

me ask: How does the miner's code of 
laws compare with those of modern clv- 
iliation? How does their hospitality, 
their sympathy with a brother in want 
or trouble compare with a civilization 
that bows down and worships at the 
feet of him who needs no help and turns 
a deaf ear to the one who is borne down 
under a load too heavy to bear?
